\ The State Takes a Band in the 
Settlement of the Vexed 
Question 



As to Who Shall Serve as Receiver 
For the Bank- 



Proceedings have been instituted 
""S, in the Montgomery Circuit Court b» 
Secretary of State, Headly, for the- va- 
cating of the late order of the Court, 

appointing the Columbia Finance and 
Trust Company, ot Louisville, Trustee 
. lor the New Farmers Bank. 

This suit is brought under the new 
Corporation law, which gives the 
State supervision of the banks of the 
State, and is the first of its kind. The 
suit has the approval of the Attorney 
General, and its nrogress will be 
watched with interest. 

Under the new act it is claimed the 
9 has the right to institute pro- 
gs when the Secretary of State 
e satisfied that the capital 
of the bank has been impaired, etc., 
x£ for the appointment of a Receiver to 
take charge of the bank's affairs, and 
the Receiver must be a resident of the 
county in which the bank is situated. 
Acting upon the representations made 
to him by numerous stockholders, the 
Secretary of State brings this suit. 
It was to be heard by Judge Cooper 
(who is now engaged in ihe Bath Cir- 
cuit Court) yesterday. 

We sincerely hope those engaged in 
fringing the suit may succeed in their 
purpose, and thus rid the bank and 
the people of the county of the Trust 
Company that now has its grasp upon 
the bank's affairs. The Trust Com- 
pany may be ever so honest in its con- 
duct of affairs ; we are not assailing 
the integrity of its management ; but 
it has no interest in common with our 
people. Its mode of doing business, 
T too, is better suited lor a commercial 
than for an agricultural oommunity, 
as ours is, and its management is, in 
our judgement, ill suited to deal with 
the questions arising under the state 
of financial matters with which we 
are dealing. 

The Receivership, as we see it, 
clearly should be placed in the bands 
of one is thoroughly acquainted with 
our people, their needs, resources, etc. 
It would be unwise to place the Re- 
ceivership of a Louisville bank in the 
hands of a man whose business ex- 
perience has been almost entirely con- 
fined to an agricultural section. Just 
so it is unfair to force upon us an in- 
stitution with its peculiar methods of 
. doing

Tne demand in this lino is for a 
prime artkle, and any other kind hurts 
rather than helps. Good mutton sheep 
are constantly growing in demand, and 
in a siugle week the Chicago market 
h u taken care of 50,000 head and that 
without any glut or depression ol 
prices. Only a lew yearn ago such re- 
ciipts would have utterly swamped 
the country. Butchers are on the look- 
out for good mutton all the time, and 
the frequent complaint is that they 
cannot get enough of it. Of course, 
they can gut mutton of some sort, but 
they have learned that it injures thi 
trade to haudle any but the best, and 
so are more careful thau they 
were as to what they put on I 
blocks. It is this fact, that they cat 
pend upon getting better than formerly 
or none, that has stimulated the de- 
mand for mutton among meat eaters, 
for the best class of customers pre fere 
to have none offered them unless the 
quality is up to the highest standard- 
Growers who take inferior mutton 
the market, and butchers who haudle 
it, both do much to hurt the future for 
the business, for the customers who 
buy it are apt to consider it as an indi- 
cation of what they may expect i 
future,and so they tfo back to beef and 
pork. The mutton industry is in the 
hands of the sheep growers, and they 
can make it what they will.— Indiana 
Farmer. 



Antiquity of the Elevator. 

An enterprising investigator of tli 
mechanics of our grandfathers has 
discovered that the litt or elevator is 
not a modern invention. An ingen- 
ious contrivance ot a similar nature 
wa* constructed in the middle 
of the scventeeth century iu Paris by 
a man named Velayer, who called his 
Invention a flying chair. Talayer's 
lift was not merely a toy : it became 
very fashionable with rich people on 
account of its utility. It was simply 
a chair attached to a rope which was 
passed over a pulley— or something 
which did duty for one — and had a 
weight at its other end to counterbal- 
ance the chair and the occupant It 
continued in fashion until a mishap 
occurred to the King's daughter at 
Versailles. On one occasion the ma- 
■chiuery failed to work when she was 
hallway up, and she stuck there for 
three good hours before she could be 
rescued by her servants, who had to 
b eak away the wall to release her. 

•Flying chairs" were not much used 
at the court afterward. Some years 
Ut«f 1ft Thornier, who dabbled in 
mechanics in his leisure time, made a 
similar chair, which he worked from 
the balcony outside his window. 11 
thus escaped the danger of being shut 
up iu a shaft, as the King's daughter 
■was. Mr. Thornier kept his arrange- 
ment secret and had many a laugh at 
the expense of his friends who came to 
visit him, When they left him he 
would make some excuse for not going 
down stairs with them, but when they 
reached the courtyard they were 
amazed to Hud him standing there 
awaiting them. To their questions 
he would return josting replies, and 
then seating himself in his chair and 
go up so quickly that they were una- 
ble to discover how he did it. One 
day, instead of surprising his friend 
agreeably he d<d so disagreeable, for 
the machinery broke and he came 
greatly to grief. He used the stair- 
case after his recovery. — Philadelphia 
Telegram. 



ALICE GATES' 

Write* Two Famous Songs and" 
Dies a Drunken Pauper 

There appears in last Sunday's Chi- 
cago Inter i >. vim the story of a 
si range and dramatic epiaode in the 
life of the late Alice Oates, the prima 
donna of opera bouffe. The facts are 
pretty badly garbled in this version, 
and as I was an eyo witness of the iu 
oident referred to, and knew more oi 
less intimately all the parties to it, il 
may not be untimely or, uninteresting 
to tell exactly what occurred. 

In 1879, when Leadville, Col., was 
a its hey-day as the greatest silver 
center the world had ever seen, 
queer character, calling himself Frank 
B ardon, drifted into camp. He was 
gagged, dirty, pennilesa and generally 
demoralised, but be •fill possessed 

r fra^ents from the wreek of ft 

fine musical talent, ™& when he en. 
gaged as pianist at a variety <fcf?at?r 
the whole town turned out to hear 
As Usual in such oases, there 
were times when his powers seemed 
momentarialy to return to him and 
he puyed like one inspired, ThWo 
brilliant flatUM gt«W less and less 
fr^jent aud finally became only a 
reminiscence, but tbey were sufficient 
to firmly establish his reputation as a 
genius. At length he dropped entire- 
ly out of sight, disappeared in the des- 
perate dissipation and hurly-burley of 
the camp and was promptly forgotten. 

Meantime, however, his history had 
dropped out bit by bit and it was 
known that his name was not Rear- 
but O'Reardon, and that at one 
time he had beeu a composer of inter- 
national fame. Two songs of his are 
itill known and sung, and will be as 
long as sweetness and simple melody 
have a hold upon the public heart. 
They are "The Wedding Bells are 
Kinging" and "My Dream of Love I 
a certain sense tbey told 
the story of his life. While in New 
York and at the zenith of his fame he 
met the capricious songstress, Alice 
Oates. She was the divorced wife of 
Jim Oates, the St, LouiB theatrical 
manager, aud was at that time one of 
the most beautiful and fascinating 
women on the American stage. 

O'lteardon, who was a 
hearted, impetuous Irishman, fell head 
over heels in love and she, flattered no 
doubt by his attentions, encouraged 
him. In a few months their engage- 
ment was announced. It was then 
that he wrote "The Wedding Bells Are 
Kinging." Alice Oates sang it as 
none but she could and it made a tre- 
mendous hit. It was whistled aud 
hummed from one end ot the country 
to the other and the copyright which 
he presented her realized thousands of 
dollars. 

But the fickle songbird grew tired 
of O'lteardon's devotions and finally 

ossage breaking the 
gagemeut. Its terms were brief 
cutting and he realized the uselessuess 
of an appeal. He made no attempt 
see her, but poured forth all the 
wretchedness and despair of his heart 
in his last great song, "My Dream ol 
Love Is O'er." With incredible cal- 
lousness the actress added it to her 
repertoire and sang it to delighted au- 
diences the whole laud over. After 
that O'lteardon went to the dogs.

There are two methods of harvesting 
tobacco— cutting down the whole plant 
•nd gathering the leaves separately. Tht 
former Is the one that has been practiced 
for a long time by tobacco planters. Th« 
latter, which 1b of recent origin, is re- 
garded by many as the most scientific 
method. 

Both plans have their advantages. The 
first is the easier and permits of quicker 
handling, but the leaves have to be sorted 
afterward, while .the latter permits the 
sorting of the leaves in the first opera- 
tion and the development of a greater 
number of mature leaves. 

For cutting a heavy knife is used, and 
the method is similar to cutting sugar 
cane, the plant being held with the left 
baud and cut close to the ground. The 
plants should be removed to a shady 

pliant and in good condition to handle 
without breaking it should be placed on 
the stick. 

Some growers hold the opinion that the 
phauts ought to be harvested without 
wilting at all, stringing on the stick as 
soon as cut and carrying them immediate- 
ly to the tobacco barn.

Thirty-two half acre plats of ex- 
hausted land were planted with wheat 
in October, 1893, and manured as fol- 
lows: Dissolved boneblack, muriate of 
potash and nitrate of soda were applied 
singly and two by two In full rations or 
at ratios of 145>t, 90 and 240 pounds per 
acre, respectively, and each material iu 
one-half rations and It rations with one 
ration of each of the others. Two plats 
received gypsum. The yields of the 
straw and grain are tabulated. The re- 
sults may bo summarized as follows: 

The application of nitrogen, potash or 
phosphoric acid alone resulted in no in- 
creased yield. 

The application of two of the elements 
in combination gave some increas ' 
yield, provided phosphoric acid was in 
the combination. 

Potash increased yield somewhat, pro- 
vided phosphoric acid was present. 

The result with nitrogen was m 
what conflicting, giving some increase 
with phosphoric acid, but when all three 
elements were present an increase of ni- 
trogen was of no advantage. 

Phosphoric acid each time it was ap- 
plied (except when alone) gave a decided 
increase to crop, and the 1 T ration gave 
the greatest yield. « 

The Florida Everglades. 

It is claimed that the prospects 
bright for the production of sugar, rice 
and cassava on the reclaimed lands 
Lake Klssimmee, Florida. Already sugar 
and rice have been profitably grown, 
and now a Florjda correspondent in The 
American Agriculturist avers that 
sava is one of the most profitable crops 
which can be grown on these drained 
lauds. Experiments at the station show 
that it can euily be made to yield from 
five to ten tons of roots to the acre, and 
these contain from 20 to 25 per cent of 
starch. 

Agriculture News end Notes. 

This is a season of universal pear 
blight, especially in the lower southern 
states. 

The growth of the orange industry In 
Florida has increased from a production 
of 600,000 boxes in 1883 to 8,800,000 for 
tto season Just olosed, and According to 
conservative estimates the coming crop 
will be fully 5,000,000 boxes, of which 
4,000,000 will be marketed. The average 
price received by growers the past 
son was $1.81 per box. 

Buffalo clover, a native of the south- 
west, is not considered of much value by 
The Southern Cultivator. 

It is reported that the Texas cotton 
crop* is in the most critical condition for 
years.

A Tank of Crockodiles 

One of the innumerable carious 
sights of India is the Nuggar lank ot 
Kurachi. Iu former times, the croco- 
diles which iuhabited it roamed the 
neighborhood at their will, seeking 
whom they might devour; but so 
great were their depredations that the 
authorities wore forced to build a 
wall rouud their haunt. This is a 
swamp caused by hot springs, the 
medicinal virtues ol which have been 
known from early times, aud are at- 
tributed to the sanctity of a Moham- 
medan whose tomb -is close by, and to 
whom the crocodiles are sacred. The 
tauk, as it is called, is about one hut 
dred and filty yards long by aboi 
half that distance in breadth. In thi 
space one observer counted over two 
hundred reptiles, from eight to fifteen 
feet long, aud smaller ones innumer- 
able. They are so tame, in a sense, 
that it is necessary to poke thenuwilh 
a stick before they will move. Buffa- 
loes are always standing in the water, 
and are not attacked ; but any other 
animal is instantly seized. "The 
whole appearance of the place," says 
one writer, ''with its slimy, stagnant 
water, and so many of these huge, un- 
couth monsters moving sluggishly 
about is disgusting in the extreme, 
*nd it will long be remembered by me 
as the most loathsome spot I ever be- 
held."

There Will Be None After the 
New Law Gets Into 
Working Order. 

There seems some misuuderstand- 
iu tome quarters about the time of 
holding the next elction of county 
-officers. AH understood the purpose 
•Of the Constitutional Convention and 
Legislature to be an arrangement that 
would preclude the mixing up of elec- 
tions of couuty officers with those for 
Congress, an 1 the reasons therefore 
Wore obvious. But inquires one, why 
are so many officers to be elected next 
November a year, at tho very time 
Congressmen are to be elected all over 
the stale, and sonic red-hot coutesis 
that should not be mixed up with 
these minor races are in prospect? 

This is easily explained. It was 
made nece ssary just once because o f 
the difficulty iucidentjio putting into 
effect a completely new arrangement. 

The following section from the new 
election law describes what {must be 
done, and then it is easilyfseeu what 
will follow : 

"An election shall be held in each 
county on thoj.fi rstJTuesday after tho 
first Monday in November, one thous- 
eight hundred and ninety-four, foi 
Judge of the County Court, Count) 
Court Clerk' Couuty Attorney, Sherlfl. 
County Superintendent of common 
Schools, members of the Fiscal Court 
'Jailer, Coroner, Surveyor and Assess- 
or, and in each Justice's District, for 
one Justice of Peace and one Constable 
who shall hold their respective office - 
for the period of three years, and urn ii 
the election and qualification of thrii 
successors; and in eiglili'eii),liundi'e. 
and ninety-seven, and every foui ye»i 
thereafter, there shall be held an plct- 
tiou in each county for the officei 
lfereiu mentioned. Tho first electio 
for Sheriff shall beheld in each coui 
ty at the regular election in one then, 
taiul eight hundred and iiiiiety-tw 
and tne Sheriffs elected at this tim 
shall hold their respective offices f. 
the period of two years, and until t 
election and qualification of their i> 
•pective successors." 

A little study will show that aiu- 
tliis election there will never again l> 
any conflict. The next election p 
county officers will occur in 1897, tin 
I ■e-xtjucceeding congressional eiectio 
lu 1896, the neext election of St* 
officers and that following it in lb"- 
and 1S'J9, respectively. So hereafi 
neither an election of county offic 
nor State officers can occur in t 
same year with a cougrea<ional el 
tion, and these two cannot occui 
the same time. — Louisville Time*. 



COST OF ELECTRICAL COOKING. 



As to the cost of electric cooking, a 
few figures from a letter to the Lon 
don Electrical Review are pertinent. 
Tho writer of ttiit* letter refers to the 
fact that there are a large number 
of cooking operat ions where the heat 
has to be applied for short periods of 
time and only at such jioints where 
it is actually required. It is to such 
operations thut electricity is especial 
ly applicable owing to the quick 
and ready way it will furnish heat. 
Cooking operations, such as baking, 
would seem to be unadaptod for elec 
trie heating owing to length of time 
heating must be continued, but at- 
tention is called to the fact that the 
oven being entirely 
need for a full current only for the 
time necessary to 
to the proper temperature, and that 
only one-fourth of the original cur- 
rent is necessary to maintain th« 
heat and carry on the cooking. 

The writer of the letter referred to 
has conducted a number of experi 
ments in electric cooking, and his 
results are taken for our estimate, 
which is based upon the cost of eloc- 
tric power in southern stations. 
Electric power for heating and cook- 
ing, we think, could be obtained at 
motor power rates, especially as cook- 
ing is generally performed during 
the day, when the electric current ia 
not needed for lights. This rate 
among our southern stations is gen 
erally below 10 cents per 1,000 Watt 
hours— being about 7 cento on an 
average. Taking our usual pressure 
of 60 volts, the unit of 1,000 Watt 
hours would give 20 amperes for one 
hour, which would cost 7 cents. 

The electric toaster will toast two 
large slices of bread thoroughly in 
one minute. The toaster will con- 
sume 14 amperes at 50 volts. Allow- 
ing 15 minutes, one could readily 
toast a loaf of bread at a cost fox 
electric po»ver of 11-6 cents. The elec- 
tric griller will cook four chops in IS 



PEA VINE HAY. 
Properly C«r*«1. I* Is Unit. C»rn and Tat 

Mow the vines when they are bloom- 
ing freely and a few pods have formd, 
but. before any have ripened. Do not cnt 
in the morning, bnt wait until the 
i disappeared. Use a good niowi 
the team move at a lively gai 
i vines He on the ground unl 
wilted. Late in the after- 
noon gather them into small cocks 5 feet 
high. Next morning open and sprvmi 
tho vines to the sun.

Bntassoonas.it is judged that 
the hay is sufficiently cured It should bo 
hauled to the bam or pnt in a permanent 
stack. Do this late in the afternoon or 
very early in the morning or on a cloudy

This question has been so often dis- 
onssed, and there Is such a diversity of 
opinion aa to whether the fodder should 
be pulled or left on the stalk, that we 
can only give our own experience of 
many years. We have found that where 
the corn is fully ripe and the fodder has 
not been been injured by firing its re- 
moval does not materially injure the 
corn, and the fodder itself, properly 
cured, is one of the must nutritious and 
appetizing foods for stock, and they pre- 
fer it to any other ' 'roughage." Poorly 
cured or moldy from becoming wet 
while hanging on the stalks, it is posi- 
tively dangerous io the animals eating 
it, for this mold becomes a fine, pene- 
trating dust, filling the throat and lungs. 

But we would advise always saving 
the fodder if it can be properly done, 
and if the peas have been previously 
sowed, as we have advised, a large crop 
of hay and pea vines can be saved at 
this season, when there ia a rest from

In Mrs. Harrisen's bee notes submitted 
to The Prairie Farmer, she says: 

Formerly when I stored nnttsed comb 
in hives in tho apiary during the season 
many would become iufested with moths, 
notwithstanding my watchfulness and 
exposing of them from time to time to 
the fumes of burning sulphur. If the 
combs have been exposed to zero wentlw 
or it will have destroyed the moth in all 
stages, and if the combs were pnt in a 
secure place where the moth could not 
oviposit in them, none will develop. 
Bat, if the combs belonged to colonies, 
we cannot be sure that the moths were 
destroyed by the zero weather, for some 
of them may have been protected by the 
warmth of the bees.

At the Missinrippi experiment station, 
where the first lot of vines were planted 
in March, 1888, grapes seem perfectly at 
home.

Varieties well adapted for general cul- 
tivation in the coast region are: Ives, 
Champion, Delaware, Niagara and Con- 
cord. For cultivation further north we 
recommend Moore's Early, Delaware, 
Brilliant, Niagara, Eaton, Triumph, 
Rommel and Herbemont. The European 
varieties do not give much promise of 

lccess. They start too early and are

The much dreaded black rot is not 
known, or at least is not so common as 
to be troublesome. In the bitter rot, or 
ripe rot, we have a serious enemy.

Modern Railroad Speed Wears Oat 



The exactions that modern railroad 
speed make ou the physical stamina of 
railroad men is demonstrated in the 
fact that seven engineers are required 
to take the Chicago flier out and seven 
back. The running time between 
New York and Chicago is twenty 
hours and the average speed ia forty- 
eight miles an hour. Each engineer 
and engine runa three hours. Ma- 
chine and man return with a slow 
train *i their starting point to relieve 
the strain on both. Then the engi- 
neer is given forty hours' rest before 
he goea on the flier again. This reat ia 
absolute, no work of any kind being 
required of the engineer. 

Though the average speed Is forty- 
eight miles an hour, the locomotive 
at some point be driven at sixty 
miles or more. The physical strain 
on the men in the cab at these bursts 
of speed is something terrible. The 
engineer has fifty things to look out 
for, and is being shaken and swayed 
all the time. The fireman is constant- 
ly feeding the insatiate furnace. On 
the run of the Empire State express 
throe tons of coal are shoveled from 
the tender into the furnace between 
Albany and New York. It is not 
wonderful that the engineers of this 
train are given alternate days for rest 
and recuperation. Fast travel not 
only wears out rails and machines, 
but human creature' lives. — Louisville 
Timea. 

A OoodWord for Tobacoo. 

Probably much the larger propor- 
tion of physicians are, smokers, and 
doubtless the force is felt more or 
by laymen, who will scarcely believe 
that the tobacco habit can be so very 
injurious since those indulge who 
know most of its evil effects. This 
view of the matter is by no means 
justified. Because physicians smoke is 
no reason why others should be en- 
couraged to do so. Every general 
practitioner ought to be a smoker. He 
who does is much safer from infection 
than he who is strictly temperate in 
that resi>ect. Clothing well impregna- 
ted with the fumes of tobacco is apoor 
conductor for disease germs. And, 
what is more important, a "tobacco 
breath" is decidedly unfriendly to 
them. The germs of many diseases 
infect through the air passages. He 
who smokes docs not furnisii favora- 
ble conditions for their lodgment. Ac- 
cording to the Science, Dr. Ilajek, ot 
Vienna, has declared that smokers are 
less liable to diphtheria than non- 
smokors, in the ratio of about one to 
three; and Dr. Schiffsays that smok- 
ing is forbidden in the bacteriological 
laboratories.becauso it ia known to 
hinder development of bacteria in the 
various culture-media. We think Dr. 
Hajek does not go far enough, and be- 
lieve that the physician who takes a 
'good smoke" before he is exposed to 
a dyphtheria patient and another as 
soon as he leaves him, is practicailp 
safe from infection. — Boston Journal 
of Health. 

| A NewSdea in Pencils 

A novel pencil haa been invented 
by a Philadelphia man tnd a company 
has been formed to make it. The pencil 
is covered with narrow atripa of 
special prepared paper, run in coils and 
so arranged that by releasing one end 
ill with a pin, or the point of a 
pen-knife, a atrip of paper can be reel- 
ed off, leaving the pencil with a cone 
point and about one-eighth of an inch 
of lead uncovered. The company pro- 
poaea to cover lead, crayon, and slate 
pensile in the same way.
